If bumper stickers are any indi­ 
cation of how West Texas will g*. in 
the election this year one would have 
to assume that George Wallace will 
win by a landslide, with 
Richard 
Nixon a poor second 
and 
Hubert 
Humphrev failing to d<> any g«»x] at 
all. 
This Wallace strength is rather 
strange from a rational point of v iew 
since it is doubtful that he can win, 
and even more doubtful if he could 
govern, 
if elected, since our whole 
government is built around the* two- 
pa rtv system. 
We would lie much more 
im ­ 
pressed with Wallace if he had wad­ 
ed into the thick o f the battle* within 
the 
Democratic 
Party 
instead of 
starting his own party. 
Currently the political thinking 
seem s to be that for Wallace to have 
any influence in the electoral college 
voting, barring a major upset w ith 
him receiving enough electoral votes 
to win, 
is for Humphrey to run a 
better race than he is currently run­ 
ning. 
This is based on the fact that 
Wallace di es not have much of a 
chance if the election goes into the 
House 
of 
Representatives 
since 
practically all mem bers are certain 
to be Democrats or Republicans. 
But, 
if Wallace holds a balance 
of power in electoral votes, he may 
be able to wring certain concessions 
from the man w hom he would be able 
to throw a decisive bloc of votes. 
But even this would be of limited 
value since once a President takes 
office Wallace would no longer have 
any method or power with which to 
act in seeing that agreements made 
are kept. 
But maybe even if Wallace fails 
to gain any concessions he will have 
accomplished what his backers are 
seeking. 
Most of his support seems 
to come from those that are simply 
protesting the direction our govern­ 
ment seems to be headed and maybe 
this strong third-party vote will at 
least make the two parties realize 
that there are a lot of people around 
that are not being heard. 
This would 
especially seem to be the case w ith 
the Democratic Party which seems 
to be moving farther to the left each 
year.

Instruments, simple to oper­ 
ate and read, 
will be placed 
in 80 of the state’s most-popu­ 
lous counties,

fixed lo­ 
cations and used under strict­ 
ly-controlled

ditions. 
Suspects who consent to the 
test 
will blow into a tube 
and the percentage of alco­ 
hol in their blood will regi- 
ter on indicators.
